This Is not to say that there have been such 
commitments at Dumbarton Oaks. But It 
would have been nice to have had from Mr. 
atettlnlus a thumping. forthrlBlit declaration 
of denial. Tliere was no .such assurance, 
fltead. the undersecretary emphasized the 
conlldcntial nature of expressed opinions. He 
Implied that there was no choice between 
detailed transcript of discussions and the 
very general statement Issued.- He quot«d 
Secretary Hull's slntemcnt that, after discus- 
sion by all United Nations governments, con- 
clusions would be made available for public 
study and debate "as soon as practicable." 

And how soon la practicable? It may annoy 
diplomata that the ordinary people who pay
